for the iiiLjiort unities of the 
priesthood, who have ever been 
the banc of the world. 

The beast.s of the lields, the 
fowls of the air, and even the 
. flahes of the .sea. instinctively 
know the useless wa.ste of prayer 
—a call on the immulablc iwiwcrs 
of mature for favors. Supreme 
Nature, who moves under li\ed 
laws, without thoutjlit, puriiosi' or 
design, heeds no word, act or 
wish of man, or any other animal. 

Man, the most cruel, and least 
wise in this respect, arrogant and 
aapine as a /.oolo^it'al primate, 
seeing Nature 's blind, purpos<'less 
foroea aaround him, took them for 
aapremiB beings, or the hidden 
ipurits of celestial powers above 
ua eartii^ of which he was a less 
potent type. Tie, in his primitive 
ignorance, has thus created the

terror was ushered in. The peace 
and harmony of the old pagan 
world was to be supplanted by a 
long peign of strife, terror, tor- 
ture, poverty, death, decline of 
learnint;. and the loss of eiviliza^ 
lion. In a word, for foopteen 
bundled years the world was to 
irroan and suffer under the de- 
spotic rule and ruin of the Christ- 
ian priesthood. 

Christianity, in the morn of its 
life, drew all of its recruits from 
the lowest of the low. Beggais, 
thievas. outcasts, old women and 
cbildreii. all of the most ignorant 
class, entcnil its fold, and became 
the lil'i' of Ihi' .system — despised 
and held in contempt by the 
scholara, and even by the pagans 
of the Boman Bmpire. As such 
people then, and at alt times, have 
con.stituted a large majority of 
our race, the aeeeasiona to the 
ranks of Christianity were very 
rapid. 

Let it here not be forgotten 
that many of the ancient phibso 
phers and civil rulers deemed (as 
snich do today) that religion of 
some kind was necessary to curb 
the paiisions and hold the mulii 
tudc in subjection. On this t'le- 
ory, non-believwt havw loaned, 
and now loan, their Infloenoe to 
the support of the prevailing su- 
perstition.

sects that the early Christians 
waged their first wars — conflicts 
to determine which was ortho- 
dox and which was heterodx. In 
these sanguinary conflicts, the 
weaker |)artv, or at least their 
leaders, were either put to death 
or banislied. Often these quarrel 
I ame .so saii^'uiiiary as to in- 
volve the slau^'htur of whole com- 
munities. Al times, the majority 
shifted from side to side, when the 
w eaker went down to death as a 
iH iiiUty for their attempt to dif- 
ter- with the majority. Nor was it 
(it r.ire oecnrri'iicc that the minor- 
i\y al one lime hi-eame the major- 
ity al anoth.'i-, depending on the 
opinion of the civil ruler, or that 
of a Bishop. In this way an inces- 
sant war was kept up between tin! 
different factions from the earli- 
est time« down to the close of 
the first quarter of I be third 
century, when Constantiue, the 
paijan Emperor, called on the 
warring factions to meet in con- 
vention and settle their diflfer- 
ences.

The quarrels and slaughter 
heretofore referred to among the 
Christian sects were only a pre- 
lude df what was to follow when 
the qptem came into power un- 
der C|«istantine in the fourth 
centuw. As children of the 
secon^ third and fourth centur- 
ies, Hey spt-nt their forces in 
slaus^tering their own, for the 
civil power of Rome did not al 
low them to murder outsiders; 
but when the aeet got into power 
under*' onstantine, the whole 
der of tliini^s was changed; 
|)riest:ioi.(l was master; the 
peror and later the kind's v 
forced servants. The Christian 
world was an liierarchy, to be 
ruled )iy priests, with the Pope at 
their head. It was a concentrat- 
ed power under unscrupulous 
leadens ; the will of the priesthood 
knew no bounds; its word ruled 
all Christendom ; that word was
